Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 
The species are as follows: 

Species A, See First Embodiment: A process for reducing the amount of sulfur 
containing impurities in carbonaceous materials in the absence of hydrogen fluoride.

Species B, See Second Embodiment: A process for reducing the amount of 
sulfur containing impurities from carbonaceous materials including the treatment of 
carbonaceous materials with a fluorine acid solution in the absence of hydrogen fluoride 
and then again in the present of hydrogen fluoride. Specification, Page 4 Lines 12-14 
and Lines 20 - 32; Page 5 lines 1-7 and 8-10; and, Page 7 Lines 4-6; and. 

Species C, See Third Embodiment: A process for reducing the amount of sulfur 
containing impurities in carbonaceous materials using a fluorine acid in the presence of 
hydrogen fluoride and using an organic solvent. Specification Page 7 lines 13-31 and 
Figure 3.
